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COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID- 

CHAIRMAN CISSE (GUINEA) REPORTED TO THE COMMITTEE MARCH 
2 ON HER MISSION, ON BEHALF OF THE COMMITTEE, TO LONDON, CAIRO, 
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ACCRA AND CONAKRY, HOLDING CONSULTATIONS WITH REPRESENTATIVES OF 
GOVERNMENTS AND INTER-GOVERNMENTAL AND NON-GOVERNMENTAL 
ORGANIZATIONS REGARDING THE INTERNATIONAL CAMPAIGN AGAINST 
APARTHEID. THE COMMITTEE APPROVED A NUMBER OF HER PROPOSALS, 
INCLUDING ONE FOR CONSULTATIONS ON THE OIL EMBARGO AGAINST 
SOUTH AFRICA TO BE HELD NOT ONLY WITH OPEC BUT ALSO DIRECTLY WITH 
OIL PRODUCING STATES SUCH AS IRAN AND VENEZUELA. THE COMMITTEE 
NOTED REPORTS THAT THE OAU COUNCIL OF MINISTERS CONDEMNED 
SOUTH AFRICAN "AGGRESSION 1 ' AGAINST ANGOLA, CALLED FOR THE 
IMMEDIATE AND UNCONDITIONAL WITHDRAWAL OF SOUTH AFRICAN 
FORCES FROM THAT COUNTRY, AND ASKED THE AFRICAN GROUP AT THE UN 
TO TAKE STEPS TO CONVENE AN EMERGENCY MEETING OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
ON THE MATTER. CHAIRMAN CISSE WAS AUTHORIZED TO PARTICIPATE IN 
THE SC DISCUSSIONS ON THE MATTER. THE CHAIMAN DREW ATTENTION 
ALSO TO THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED MARCH 1 BY THE COMMISSION ON 
HUMAN RIGHTS WHICH CALLS FOR AN END TO ALL POLITICAL, MILITARY, 
ECONOMIC AND OTHER FORMS OF ASSISTANCE TO THE COLONIAL AND RACIST 
REGIMES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

CHAIRMAN CISSE, IN A DETAILED REPORT ON HER MISSION, TOLD OF 
HER EXTENSIVE DISCUSSIONS WITH GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS AND OTHERS. IN 
HER CONCLUSIONS, SHE SUGGESTED THE COMMITTEE INVITE THE LEAGUE 
OF ARAB STATES TO BE REPRESENTED IN THE COMMITTEE AS AN OBSERVER, 

IN VIEW OF THE IMPORTANCE OF THE PRESENT AND POTENTIAL 
CONTRIBUTION OF THE ARAB STATES TO THE STRUGGLE AGAINST APARTHEID. 

SHE ALSO SUGGESTED THAT THE DIRECTOR OF THE CENTER AGAINST APAR 

THEID, OR THE COMMITTEE SECRETARY, VISIT CAIRO AND ACCRA TO 

WORK OUT PRACTICAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR COOPERATION WITH VARIOUS 

ORGANIZATIONS. THE COMMITTEE AGREED WITHOUT OBIECTION 

TO HER SUGGESTIONS, AS WELL AS TO ONE FOR PUBLICATION OF 

A NUMBER OF IOINT STATEMENTS SIGNED BY THE CHAIRMAN 

DURING THE MISSION- WITH THE COMMONWEALTH SECRETARY GENERAL, THE 

LEAGUE OF ARAB STATES, AAPSO, AND THE ORGANIZATION OF 

AFRICAN TRADE UNION UNITY. DURING HER STATEMENT, AMB CISSE 

PAID TRIBUTE TO THE LATE HEAD OF THE NIGERIAN GOVERNMENT AND TO 

PAUL ROBESON. 
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UN COMMITTEE ON RESTRUCTURING- 

COMMITTEE CONCLUDED GENERAL DEBATE MARCH 1, HEARING VIEWS 
OF GHANA, ARGENTINA, PAKISTAN, IOINT INSPECTION UNIT (JIU) 

UNCTAD, AND UNDER SECRETARY GENERAL NARASIMHAN. IT THEN 
BEGAN INFORMAL CONSIDERATION OF GUIDELINES FOR THE INTERSESSIONAL 
WORKING GROUP. 

GHANA AND ARGENTINA, IN BRIEF STATEMENTS ECHOING GROUP OF 77 
THEMES, EMPHASIZED POLITICAL ASPECTS ON UN ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
ACTIVITIES. PAKISTAN (AKHUND) WAS REASSURED BY FOLLOW-UP TO THE 
SPECIAL SESSION CONSENSUS, ENDORSED THE CHAIRMAN S LISTING OF FOUR 
MAIN PROBLEM AREAS, NOTED THE ABSENCE OF A MECHANISM FOR 
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EFFECTIVE PROGRAM EVALUATION, AND SAID THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
ON ADMINISTRATIVE AND BUDGETARY QUESTIONS NEEDS TO BE ENLARGED. 

JIU CHAIRMAN IHA (INDIA) MADE A LONG, RAMBLING STATEMENT, 

EMPHASIZING THE IMPORTANCE OF NIEO, CERDS, ETC., AS THE 

BASIS FOR ALL FUTURE UN ACTION. HE CONFIRMED BETRAND'S 

PRIOR STATEMENT THAT JIU COULD PERFORM EXTERNAL EVALUATION WITH 

INCREASED STAFF AND INSPECTORS. NARASIMHAN’S STATEMENT DEALT 

WITH RESTRUCTURING AND COORDINATION, AND INDICATED THE 

NEED FOR "FIRMNESS AND POLITICAL WILL...TO OVERCOME THE 

VESTED INTERESTS OF THE GOVERNMENTS RESPONSIBLE FOR SETTING UN 

SYSTEM POLICIES." 

THE DIRECTOR GENERAL OF THE FOOD AND AGRICULTURE ORGANIZATION, 
SAOUMA, IN HIS FEBRUARY 27 STATEMENT, CONCENTRATED ON THE CENTRAL 
ROLE FOR FAO IN THE AGRICULTURAL SECTOR AND STRESSED THE NEED 
FOR AGREEMENTS "WITH THE OTHER BODIES ENGAGED IN ALLIED ACTIVITIES." 
HE CALLED ON HEADS OF ALL AGENCIES OPERATING ENTIRELY OR PARTLY 
IN THE AGRICULTURAL SECTOR TO MEET TO DETERMINE PRECISELY HOW 
AND BY WHAT METHODS THEY COULD COORDINATE THEIR OPERATIONS 
BETTER AND AVOID DUPLICATION OF EFFORT. (USUN 790, 798) 

COMMITTEE ON THE CHARTER- 

THE COMMITTEE MARCH 2 ESTABLISHED A WORKING GROUP OF 
THE WHOLE, WITH THE SAME OFFICERS AS THOSE OF THE COMMITTEE, TO 
CARRY OUT THE TASK ASSIGNED TO THE COMMITTEE BY THE GA. KOL- 
ESNIK (USSR), ONLY SPEAKER IN GENERAL DEBATE, COULD NOT 
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AGREE TO SUGGESTIONS TO INCREASE THE COMPETENCE OF THE GA AT THE 
EXPENSE OF THE SC. HE STATED THAT THE MAINTENANCE OF INTER- 
NATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY WAS THE MAIN TASK OF THE UN, 

AND ONE OF THE MAIN TASKS OF MEMBER STATES TO INCREASE THE 
EFFECTIVENESS OF THE UN WAS TO MAKE THE PROCESS OF INTERNATIONAL 
DETENTE IRREVERSIBLE. HE RECALLED THAT BREZHNEV PROPOSED THE 
CONCLUSION OF A UNIVERSAL TREATY ON THE NON-USE OF FORCE IN 
INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS, 

AND KOLESNIK SUGGESTED THE UN COULD PLAY A POSITIVE ROLE IN CON- 
CLUDING SUCH A TREATY. THE SOVIET DELEGATION WAS CONVINCED THAT A 
REVIEW OF THE CHARTER COULD AFFECT INTERNATIONAL 
RELATIONS NEGATIVELY. KOLESNIK SUGGESTED THE NEXT STEP FOR THE 
COMMITTEE MIGHT BE TO CONSIDER PROPOSALS TO INCREASE THE 
EFFECTIVENESS OF THE UN ON THE BASIS OF THE CHARTER.
